Agricultural Tribunal of 
The list might be further 
tended without travelling far afield, 
but is sufficient to show that the farmer who 
wants to know what is being said about him 
and his occupation by those curious people 
whe cultivate theories while he cultivates land 
will have no dearth of reading matter for 
some time to come. - We are not to be taken 
as disparaging all these efforts to make barren 
lands fertile. It is because we believe they 
are of value that we write of them at all. The 
reports of the agricultural tribunal referred 
to contain some forty-four recommendations 
in a bulky pamphlet of about four hundred 
pages, covering a survey of the industry from 
Czecho-Slovakia to Wales (with a good deal of 
incidental reference to Ireland), and disquisi- 
tions upon matters so far apart as Afforesta- 
tion and the Relation of Employment to 
Tillage. Would it be strange if men working 
all day in the fields should instinctively decide 
that such weighty and abstract deliverances 
were not for them ? 


Investigation. 


Costly Reports. 


In a sense, of course, this is true. These 
reports are intended primarily for the states- 
man, the legislators, the experts, the statis- 
ticians; classes whom the farmer must often 
think of as men who live by taking in each 
other’s figures, or engaged in exporting and 
importing each others doctrines. The 
farmer is the last man whom these intelli. 
gent observers of his ways and means shoula 
expect to make a careful study of their 
lucubrations. The question arises, therefore, 
of what value are they to him? Are they of 
any’ The reports of the Tribunal cost close 
on £2,000. Nill the farmers of Great Bri- 
tain be made that much the richer of their 
labours? If it depended upon the farmer's 
own use of their recommendations the 
chances would be remote. Since it depends 
upon the activities, rather of politicians and 
economists, who are not necessarily answer- 
able to the mere tillers of the soil for the use 
which they make of their knowledge, are not 
the chances remoter still? So far as 
Great Britain is concerned, we may leave 
the problem to the publicists of the sister 
island, who have become healthily perturbed 
about the conditions of this key industry. 
But we have a like problem nearer home. 
What good will the reports of our own Com- 
mission confer upon us? Is there any good 
case to be made for their study by the plain 
man? If not, are they not so much waste 
thinking? We can, of course, answer these 
questions in part easily enough. They are 
Government reports, and Government must 
attend to them—is attending to them. The 
two interim reports are already resulting in 
legislation. It is, indeed, seldom that ab- 
stract advice effects concrete acceptance so 
speedily. 


What can the State do ? 


That answer, however, is far from com- 
plete. The reports themselves affirm—very 
commendably as we think—the fact that there 
is not a great deal the State can do to help, 
though it may easily do much to hinder, the 
development of agriculture. Ultimately, farm- 
ing must depend upon the farmer. And 
so the question returns in a new form: Is 
the farmer likely to profit from labours 
entered into on his behalf which it is im- 
probable he will personally study very 
thoroughly, and which are not calculated to 
bring about much governmental intervention. ? 
And at first it might appear as if only a 
negative answer could be given to a questiun 
so framed. Let us look a little deeper, how- 
ever. Other agencies exist which work for 
the betterment of the land besides the 
farmers’ own tools and the Oireachtas, which 
he sometimes caustically, but scarcely quite 
justly, translates “talk shon.” These 
agencies—we have named them frequently in 
these columns—can be made the means where- 
by such recommendations in our own reports 
or those recently published in Britain as com- 
mend themselves to thinking farmers can be 
translated from the ‘‘ dead”’ language of 
theory into the '“wulgar ' tongue of practice. 
It is through the agencies which exist to help 
the farmer in. his marketing, his de- 
finite farming operations, his  educa- 
tion and his non-political politics 
that what is of immediate practical 
value can be put to immediate use, and what 
is more remote (not necessarily, however, the 
less valuable), be worked up to. 


The Part of the Farmer. 


There are, however, two conditions ante- 
cedent to putting the energies of these 
agencies of his into operation for the improve- 
ment of his lot. which the farmer must not 
neglect if he js to do his own essential part 
in working out his economic salvation. He 
must first understand some at least of the 
recommendations made in these reports. 
Happily for him, though, there is lack of 
agreement-on some matters oí considerable 
importance. There is harmony and even 
unjson in all’ these reports on subiects 
essential to the prosperity of farming. Upon

SECURING THE HAY 
CROP. 


—— -€2—— 


In the course of some useínl suggestions on 
haymaking, Mr. P. Duffy, Cavan County In- 
structor in Agriculture, pointa out that in 
this country the making oí hay consiats in 
drying cut grass or grass and clover mix- 
tures, to a sufficient degree to enable the 
dried material to be stored without damage 
over the winter or longer. The feeding value 
of hay depends on many factors, of which the 
following are the most important :—(1) The 
composition of the herbage, (2) the time of 
cutting, (3) the amount of exposure and 
weather experienced during saving, (4) stor- 
age in haggard. 

Where the herbage consists mainly of rye- 
grasses, timothy, cocksfoot, fescues, and 
clovers the feeding value will be high. In- 
ferior grasses, such as Yorkshire fog, bent- 
grass, scutch, etc., are hard and w , and 
reduce the value of hay in proportion’to their 
presence. 

To obtain the maximum weight of digest- 
ible hay, the crop should be cut soon after 
the bulk of the plants composing it have shot 
into flower. Delay beyond this point will re- 
sult in a reduction in weight of crop and a 
less digestible fodder. Mowing earlier also 
results in a heavier crop of aftergrass. 

In a few words, he writes :— 

(1) Begin mowing as soon as the bulk of 
the grass is shot into flower. 

(2) Collect into cocks as quickly as weatheer 
will permit and don’t be too much afraid of 
beating. 

(5) Cart into haggard at earliest oppor- 
trnity. If no hay-shed is yet on farm invest 
in one even if the money for erection has to 
be borrowed. 

On the question of storage, mentioned in 
the last paragraph, Mr. Duffy says that it is 
not necessary to tel! farmers the importance 
of securing their ricks as much as possible 
from the effects of wind and rain through the 
winter In. this connection, however, he 
directs the attention of those whose have not 
hay-sheds to the advantages of these struc- 
tures. Not alone may hay be carted into the 
hay-shed in broken weather, but there is 
practically no ‘oss from weather durin 
winter, and the trouble and expense of 
thatching is avoided The cost of erecting a 
hay-shed of the neceagary capacity will, on 
the average farm, be recovered in about five 
years through the saving in hay and straw 
effected by protection from weather damage. 
A shed of corrugated iron on steel uprights, 
20 feet wide and 16 feet to eaves, will, he 
states, work out at about £1 per lineal foot 
for material and skilled labour. A 40 foot 
shed will thus cost about £40, and such a 
shed will hold ali the hay and straw on a 
farm of 15 to 20 Irish acres, 
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GREEN FOOD FOR FATTENING 
PIGS, 


Experiments recently conducted under the 
auspices of the Department of Agriculture 
indicate that green food may be economically 
substituted for part of either the separated 
milk or meal portion of a pig’s diet. The 
quantity of green food which may be thus 
utilised is small, being limited by the nature 
of the pig’s digestive organs. it the green 
food is of good quality, a quantity which is 
equivalent to an average of 6lbs. per pig per 
day over the fattening period may be fed 
economically ; this replaces almost three pints 
of separated milk, or about 3-5lb. of meals. 
The replaceable proportions are approximately 
as follows :—Separated milk 6 lbs., meals 1 Ib., 
reen food 9 to 10 Ibs. The feeding of green 
ood, especially towards the end ot the fat- 
tening period, produces an inferior quality 
bacon ; where it is made to constitute part of 
the ration of fattening pigs the feeding of 
it should be discontinued for a very consider- 
able time prior to the slaughter of the 
animals. Green food forms a useful part 
of the ration of breeding pigs and young 
bonhams for some time after weaning, but 
in view of the deleterious effect on the bacon 
it may be unwise to continue the feeding of 
it for any considerable time into the fatten- 
ing period. The value of a separated milk 
meal ration is not enhanced by the addition 
of green food. The relative value of green 
food for fattening pigs is as shown above; 
the resultant value is limited by the pigs’ 
incapacity to utilise large quantities of it; 


the suitability is limited by the deleterious 
effects on the bacon.

A FATAL SHEEP DISEASE. 


——— 


Braxy is a fatal disease of young sheep, oc- 
curring during the Autumn, Winter and 
Spring. Its onset is sudden, and rapidly ter- 
minates in death. Usually, the first intima- 
tion of its appearance among a flock is the 
finding of a dead animal in the morning after 
a severe frost. The carcase decomposes 
quickly, becomes greatly distended, and emits 
an offensive odour. In the living animal the 
symptoms are:—dejected appea: ce, short 
breathing, inclination to lie down and fre- 
quently to change position, abdominal pain, 
straining, swollen abdomen, high tempera- 
ture. 

So far no curative method of treatment has 
been found, but prophylactic treatment has 
been tried in various countries at various 
times with a good deal of success. In 1906, 
and again in 1909 and 1910, experiments 
with a view to testing the efficacy of methodh 
of vaccination were conducted by the Depart- 
ment with encouraging results, and last 
year (1925) a further series of experiments 
was commenced with the object of securing 
improved methods of vaccination. 


Results of Experiments. 


These experiments have not concluded, but 
the results so far justify the belief that the 
use of a vaccine which is 
should lessen considerably the mortality 
from Braxy in Ireland. The vaccipe is pre- 
pared in the Department's Veterinary Re- 
search Laboratory from a native strain of the 
Braxy bacillus, and has been used in the ex- 
periments conducted last year. These ex- 
periments embraced nearly 5,000 sheep, of 
which 4,000 were vaccinated, the mortality 
amongst the vaccinated sheep being less than 
4 per cent. as compared with a mortality 
of nearly 13 per cent. amongst the unvac- 
cinated animals. Two methods of vaccina- 
tion were resorted to, viz., drenching with a 
fresh culture, and the sulicutaneous injection 
of a Toxin vaccine. The latter method yielded 
the better result, the percentage of mortality 
being less than two among the sheep treated, 
whilst the mortality among untreated sheep 
in the same flocks was as high as 12 per cent. 

The method of prevention by injection of a 

Toxin “is, accordingly, recommended for gene- 
ral adoption, and will be the chief method 
employed in the further experiments under- 
taken this year. Sheep owners and Veterinary 
Surgeons desirous of using the vaccine may 
obtain supplies on application to the Director, 
Veterinary Research Laboratory, Thorndale, 
Upper Drumcondra, Dublin, but all such ap- 
plications should be made without delay (if 
possible, by the 15th July), as the resources 
of the Laboratory do not admit of heavy de- 
mands being made at short notice. 
Vaccination should take place during the 
early autumn—August to October—according 
to-the local Braxy history, the mortality 
being much earlier in some districts than in 
others. Directions for using the material will 
be sent with each supply. 
It is to be understood that the supplying of 
vaccines implies no responsibility on the part 
of the Department for any mortality conse- 
quent on their use. It may be stated, how- 
ever, that of the 4,000 sheep inoculated in 
the course of last year's experiments none 
died from the effects of inoculation.

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CAN IT BE APPLIED? 


To what extent is it practicable to apply 
electricity to agriculture? Can 
utilise it as efficiently and as bi 
as the manufacturer, and can an eT 
current be a SS we farm with 
same facility as int actory: 

These por iná are much discussed at pre- 
sent in France, both in’ engineering and agri- 
cultural circles. The wonderful convenience 
and relative cheapness of electric power'1s 80 
evident in industry that the f ite 
his traditional conservatism—is r to har- 
ness, this compact and easily-regulated force 
to his various machines. Opinions differ, 
however, not only amongst the tillers of the 
soil, but amongst engineers of recogni 
authority. Some of the latter maintain that, 
once adequately applied to agriculture, elec- 
tricity would provide farmers with su 
satisfactory means of extending the realm of 
the machine in their exploitations that they 
would rapidly accept it with enthusiasm, 
thus creating a demand which would help 
general industrial development and stimulate 
both the creation and the more general use of 
power supply centres. Others, no less com- 
petent, point out that agriculture cannot be 
industrialised like other forms of productive 
activity, as the conditions of exploiting the 
soil are altogether opposed to those which 
permit of the organisation of manufacturers. 


Improving Working Conditions. 


Further, a note of warning is sounded 
which the most enterprising reformer would 
be unwise to ignore, namely, that in the 
general interest it would be not only desir- 
able, but dangerous, to create a new class of 
agricultural labourer who, by a series of 
strikes, provoked by the influence of trades 
unions in towns, might bring disaster on the 
whole country. 

Be that as it may, the conclusion of the 
majority of experts seems to be that any- 
thing like a universal adoption of electricity 
on a farm—in the same way as it was ex- 
clusively employed for the miscellaneous re- 
quirements of a factory—is not realisable. M. 
Mounet, a distinguished French engineer, 
whose knowledge of farming is minute and 
exact, is of this opinion. In a communica- 
tion made some days ago to the Society of 
French Civil Engineers, he declared that: 
‘Electricity can only improve working con- 
ditions for a certain number of precisely de- 
termined farming operations, but that its 
substitution for all other means of cultivation 
is out of the question. 


How to Apply It. 


The utilisation of electrical apparatus for 
agriculture should be specially studied for 
each application and their results rigourously 
ascertained and known. The agriculturist 
would have also to be educated to its use by 
a propaganda which would render familiar 
in rural districts the nature of the new means 
placed at his disposal. In M. Mounet’s 
opinion, electricity can be profitably applied 
to ploughing, threshing, treatment of grain 
and of fruit (production of cider, perry, 
wines, etc.), preparation of provender, irriga. 
tion, exploitation of woods, transport and 
divers forms of domestic work. Fifty diffe- 
rent apparatus could work electrically on a 
yiven farm. For small installations 3 to 4 
h.p. would suffice. The competent engineer 
is capable of furnishing economic and elegant 
solutions for the rational division of electric 
labour on the farm and the transport of 
motors, shafts, driving of accessories. etc. 
Nevertheless, there are well-defined limita- 
tions to the sphere of the electrician, and 
agriculture can only profit by the services of 
this expert by confining itself to the use of 
machines and installations, the real practi- 
cability of which cam be clearly demonstrated. 

This authoritative opinion is of interest to 
every country which counts on obtaining for 
its rural districts abundant current from its

Kennei Club are making arrangements for the 
beiding of sheep dog trials and demonstrations 
at the end of August or beginning of Sep- 
tember at the racecourse, Powerstown - Park, 
which is being kindly lent for the purpose. 
Every progressive farmer realises what a 
sheep dog can do by careful training, and 
the asset a well-trained dog is in the working 
of sheep and cattle; but up to the present 
there has been no inducement for Irish dog- 
owners to specialise in sheep dogs. These 
and similar trials, it is claimed, would de- 
monstrate what sheep dogs can do in the 
humane handling of sheep. The beneficial 
effect on the marketable condition of the 
sheep would be considerable. It is, therefore, 
gratifying to learn that the Ministry of Agri- 
culture is contributing towards the prize 
money. With this and substantial encourage- 
ment from the Governor-General, the Earl of 
Donoughmore, and the Tipperary Farmers’ 
Association, the promoters of the trials can 
go ahead without hesitation.

Teachers and the State. 


We complained yesterday that the 
Minister of Education’s statement in 
Dal Eireann, on Monday, did not contain 
“a glimmer of hope’”’ the lay 
secondary teachers. To-day we report, 
with sincere satisfaction, a further state- 
ment by the Minister which sheds not 
merely a glimmer, but a bright ray, of 
hope on the teachers’ prospects. At last 
these sorely tried men and women are 
assured of a living wage which will com- 
pare not too unfavourably with the wages 
of municipal watchmen and street- 
sweepers. Mr. MacNeill began his state- 
ment with a criticism of our article yester- 
day in which we referred to his ambitious 
programme of educational reform as being 
still “unembodied.”” He declared that 
the new programme had been before the 
schools for a month and was actually “ in 
existence and operating.” We were aware 
of this fact. Our whole point was that, 
without the living force of enthusiasm 
and good-will behind them, the best pro- 
grammes must remain as ineffective—as 
“unembodied ”' for all useful purposes—as 
a railway engine without driving power. 
For two reasons, however, we need not 
press the point now. In the first place, 
Mr. MacNeill argues with a courtesy which 
discourages retort, and, in the next place, 
on the essential matter at issue, he finds 
himself in complete agreement with us. 
He admitted yesterday that educa- 
tion depended on personnel and that, what- 
ever the qualifications of the secondary 
teachers might. be, they could not be ex- 
pected to do good work so long as res 
angusta domi kept them anxious, harassed 
and depressed. He is acting now, though 
tardily, on this conviction, With the 
consent and approval of the Minister of 
Finance, Mr. MacNeill has fixed a mini- 
mum basic salary for lay teachers in 
secondary schools, and will fix a mazimum 
which may be reached by annual incre- 
ments in a period of ten or twelve years. 
The minimum salary for men will be £200, 
and the increments will be furnished by 
the State through increased capitation 
grants to the schools. In Mr. Blythe's 
absence Mr. MacNeill could not enter into 
further detail; but he promised that the 
scheme would operate in the new academic 
year and that a supplementary vote, 
making provision for it, would be intro- 
duced “in good time.” 

The Minister’s statement indicated only 
an instalment of reform. It seems that 
the maximum salary of competent teachers 
under the new scheme remains to be 
settled. Mr. Alton received no definite 
answer to his question on the subject of 
pensions; and the matter of security of 
tenure—an essential term of the teachers’ 
charter—was not mentioned. Until a 
scheme satisfactory on all these points has 
been adopted, and until financial provision 
has been made for it, the teachers—almost 
unexampled victims of hope deferred— 
cannot afford to relax their vigilance. 
Nevertheless, something has been done at 
last, and the approval with which the Dail 
greeted the Minister’s statement is a 
measure of the hearty welcome which it 
will receive throughout the country. Every- 
body appreciates Mr. Blythe’s difficulties, 
but nobody who takes the slightest interest 
in education will grudge the comparatively 
small outlay that the new scheme must 
involve. For at least three reasons any 
further neglect of the secondary teachers’ 
claims would have been utterly indefen- 
sible. On grounds of common decency and 
bare justice relief was long over-due to the 
most scandalously treated body of men 
and women in Ireland. That is the human 
reason, and then there is the strictly 
educational reason, now frankly accepted 
by the Ministry, that, without a founda- 
tion of eager and contented teachers, the 
most elaborate structure of reform must 
fall to the ground. A third and very 
cogent reason resides in the fact that 
education cannot flourish in a country 
where it is without honour, In worldly 
matters the mass of Irishmen are shrewd 
materialists. The finest panegyrics of 
education would continue to fall on deaf

,| cars if the most active body of our pro- 


fessional educators should continue to 
present to farmer and tradesman a 


| spectacle of shabbiness, in perpetual and 


heart-breaking strife with the wolf at the

Bolsheviks in the Balkans. 

The Times Sofia Correspondent, who is 
extremely. well informed on Balkan affairs, 
makes alarming disclosures in a despatch 
which was published yesterday. The 
Russian Bolsheviks, he declares, foiled in 
their attempt to revolutionise Europe 
through the medium of Germany, have 
turned their attention to the Balkans and 
are trying to bring about a general revolu- 
tion, which is to begin in Bulgaria. 
Russian agents are undermining the 
loyalty of the Bulgarian Army, the police 
force and the Civil Service, and already 
are reported to have spent about £120,000 
on propaganda. Large quantities of arms 
and ammunition are being smuggled into 
the country, and the Bolsheviks have 
agents provocateurs everywhere. These men 
are doing everything in their power to 
create trouble between the Government in 
Bulgaria and the Jugo-Slavs, and even 
have conspired to murder certain native 
Ministers. The Agrarian Party, which 
was expelled from office after the coup 
détat a year ago, is being wooed un- 
ceasingly by the Russian plotters, and by 
their promise to establish a “ Workers’ 
and Peasants’ Government’’ they have 
succeeded in persuading some of the 
former colleagues of M. Stambuliski that 
the Agrarians’ dnly hope of a return to 
power lies in their support of a Bolshévist 
upheaval. The peasants compose eighty 
per cent. of Bulgaria's population, but so 
far only their leaders seem to have fallen 
under the Bolshevist influence. Neverthe- 
less, the fact that the Government has 
ceased to press the peasants for arrears 
of taxes proves that it recognises the 
danger which undoubtedly seems to exist: 

In Rumania the Bolsheviks 
centrating on the Bulgarian 
in the Dobrudja, that rich 
coastal territory which was won and lost 
so dramatically during the war. Under 
the Treaty of Neuilly the Bulgarian in- 
habitants of this area must decide before 
the end of the present month whether 
they will become Rumanian. subjects or 
will leave the Dobrudja_ altogether. 
Naturally, many of them who have lived 
there all their lives, yet are Bulgarian 
subjects, object strongly to this treaty 
clause, and fall easy victims to Bolshevist 
propaganda.

The Bulgarian Government, 
however, recognising the Bolshevist plan, 
has instructed its representative at 
Bukharest to visit the Dobrudja and to 
advise all Bulgariars who are domiciled 
there to accept Rumanian citizenship with- 
out protest. So far as Rumania is con- 
cerned, therefore, the Bolsheviks have not 
much to expect. In Jugo-Slavia there is 
more fertile ground for their revolutionary 
seed. Ever since the overthrow of the 
Stambuliski Government in Bulgaria the 
Jugo-Slavs, who hate the Bulgars almost 
as much as they hate the Italians, have 
been encouraging the enemies of the 
present Government, which is headed by 
Professor Tsankoff. Emigrés have been 
harboured in Belgrade, and the Jugo-Slav 
Government ha; turned a blind eye to 
many evidences of anti-Bulgarian intrigue. 
The Bolsheviks, however, have started now 
. support the emigrés malcontents, and the 
Belgrade Government is becoming rather 
Much as it would like to see 
trouble in Bulgaria, it has no ambition to 
invite an upheaval in its own bailiewick.

China's Peril. 

The increase in the opium traffic 
in China is becoming a real menace 
to Eastern civilisation. In November an 
international conference will meet to con- 
sider the situation, and will be faced with 
some extremely disquieting facts. Of 
recent years all sorts of laws and regula- 
tions have been introduced by various 
Chinese Governments to check the opium 
evil; but they have been defied or evaded, 
and to-day the trade is even more flourish- 
ing than ever it was before. Last year 
no less than 25,000,000 pounds of the drug 
were produced in China, as compared with 


of the world combined. In some provinces 
the price is only forty cents an ounce, 
and virtually every adult Chinese has 
become addicted to the pernicious vice 
of opium-smoking. 
munity is a splendid exception, but it is 
so small that it hardly counts. The chief 
reason for the appalling prevalence ol 
opium-smoking in the China of to-day is 
the fact that opium is a taxable com: 
modity, and that the various Tuchuns who 
have been fighting one another since the 
war have been paying their soldiers out of 
the yield of a tax on it. Naturally, they 
encourage the unfortunate people to smoke 
the drug, and every town and village in 
the country has its dens. In Peking there 
is a show of severity, and now and then 
attempts are made to enforce the law; 
but Peking’s writ does not run far out- 
side the city’s walls, and the military 
mandarins throughout the country obey no 
orders but their own. The outside world, 
apparently, is helpless in the matter, while 
the Chinese themselves regard it with the 
apathy which is the curse of their race. 
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The Sense of Beauty. 


Without good taste in the public there 
can be no good building. It is given to few 
to build; but it is in the hope to please all 
of us that the architect labours. In Italy 
and France building is. graceful and 
splendid because the public in those 
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building blind, windowless walls on the 
side turned towards sea or mountain 
splendour.

No wonder, then, that 
the Far Easterners have gone about the 
rebuilding of their capital with the resolve 
to have the best that the world can show 
in art and in “town-planning”’ science. 
We should take thought to do likewise 
before it is too late; for, as we rebuild 
our capital and our country, our genera- 
tion will be judged by many a generation 
to come, 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


FINANCE BILL. 
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BISHOP OF DURHAM AND 
LIQUOR CONTROL. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


The question hour was quite lively in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, interest 
—— to a religious question, and causing 
quite a little uproar. 

Mr. Adamson, Secretary for Scotland, was 
asked two questions about the prohibition of 
the annual Corpus Christi procession in the 
village of Carfin, in Lanarkshire. Mr. 
Adamson replied that the procession was 
stopped by the pulice, because it caused 
trafic difficulties. Several members showed 
a good deal of feeling at this reply, and at 
one time, during a fire of supplementary 
questions, there was shouting from one side 
of the House to the other. 

Mr. Blundell declared that the police pro- 
hibited the procession under an ancient Act 
which forbade priests to wear their vestments 
in public. 

Eventually Mr. Buchanan said that he 
would move the adjournment of the House 
to call attention to the question. 

At the end of questions he asked leave to 
move the adjournment, but the Speaker said 
that this was not a motion he could put, as 
it was a matter for the local police, and 
there was no central responsibility. Mr. 
Buchanan said that they had no other consti- 
tutional way of raising this question, except 
by asking for the adjournment. Several other 
members raised various points, the 
Speaker adhered to his decision. 

During the discussion Mr. Ferguson was 
called upon by the Speaker to withdraw an 
expression to the effect that Mr. C. Healy, 
Sinn Fein member for Fermanagh and 
Tyrone, was the leader of the ‘“‘ interned 
murder gang.” Mr. Ferguson withdrew the 
expression.

The renewed debate on the Finance Bill in 
Committee produced no excitement. The 
many attempts made by the Opposition mem- 
bers to induce the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to abate his taxation proposals were 
met with the strongest expression of disap- 
proval by Mr. Snowden, who considered that 
the Budget went as far as was possible in 
relief of the burdens of the community in 
existing financial conditions. 

There was a somewhat curious incident in 
relation to an amendment moved by Mr. 
Banks, the Conservative member for Swindon, 
with the object of reducing by fifty per cent. 
the duties chargeable on retailers’ ‘‘on and 
off’’ licences for spirits, beers, and wines. 
Mr. Banks put forward quite a number of 
lengthy arguments directed to the point that, 
as the retailer of intoxicating liquors was now 
only permitted to trade during. half the 
number of hours allowed before the war, it 
was only fair that the licence duty should be 
halved. This proposal was such a far-reach- 
ing one that the Chancellor apparently con- 
sidered that the best way of dealing with it 
was to say nothing. . He accordingly sat tight 
on the Treasury ch, and had. the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the amendment defeated on a 
division by votes to 89. 

At eleven o'clock there were still several 

ages of amendments to be disposed of, and it 
looked as though members were in for a pro- 
longed sitting.

After a debate extending over three sit- 
tings the House of Lords to-night threw out 
the Bishop of Oxford’s Liquor Control Bill 
by 166 votes to 50. A great effort was made 
by the advocates of temperance to induce 
many peers rarely seen in the House to rally 
to the support of the measure, but, as the 
result showed, they were overwhelmed by the 
forces on the other side, who were no less 
anxious that the liberties of the people in the 
matter of drink should not be further cur- 
tailed. Even many of those peers who were 
favourably disposed towards a second reading 
of the bill were not altogether agreed on 
points of detail, and it became early apparent 
that in any circumstance the measure would 
be subjected to considerable criticism in Com- 
mittee, whilst there was not the slightest 
chance of its passing into law this session. 
So, perhaps, it was just as well that all 
difficulties should be solved by disposing of the 
bill at the outset. s 
A feature oí the debate was the Bishop of 
Durham's outspoken opposition to the bill. He 
said that it must not be supposed that this 
till represented episcopal unanimity. He dis- 
liked the fashion of episcopal round robins to 
the nation. He felt compelled to vote against 
the bill, because it enshrined the principle of 
prohibition, which was thoroughly unsound; 
for it carried positive law into a region 
where positive law ought not to attempt to 
enter. The bill proposed to treat the liquor 
interest unfairly. 

The policy of the bill was deeply unwise: 
it implied inequality between rich and poor. 
and it must breed the most vehement and 
embittered resentment in the minds of the 
poor. He did not believe that this legislation 
was needed in the interests of temperance. 
The only real thing that could prevent the 
victory of temperance was the danger and 
unwisdom of teetotal fanatics forcing coercive 
legislation on the people.

Press in Paris this morning; for nearly 
all the newspapers express the hope that 
his visit will have the advantage of re- 
moving misunderstandings and will re- 
establish the atmosphere of friendliness 
created at Chequers. “ Pertinax,’’ however, 
in the Echo de Paris attacks M. Herrivt, 
and accuses him of having alienated the 
rights of France at the Chequers Confer- 
ence. He is sceptical as to the outcome 
of the new conversations between the two 
Premiers, and hopes that a new man will 
take over the. leadership of the French 
Government. This is the kind of diatribe 
that might be expected from “ Pertinax,”’ 
but it is unjust to Mr. Macdonald, who has 
made it clear that there was no attempt 
at Cheguers to induce the French Premier 
to do anything which he did not, wish to 
do. 


The Cheguers Conversatíons. 


A White Paper is to be issued to-morrow 
which will give a brief summary oí the 
conversations at Chequers, with a copy of 
the invitations sent out to the various 
Allied Governments to attend the Confer- 
ence which will take place in London next 
week.

Ras Tafari.

The Builders’ Strike. 


The builders’ strike continues to be 
rather ridiculous; for,.though there are 
many thousands of men out of work, 
nobody knows within thousands how many. 
Both employers’ and employés’ representa- 
tives are unable to provide even an 
approximate figure, but it seems certain 
that the number of strikers is not nearly 
as creat as was expected. In a number 
of cases employers and men have come to 
an arrangement whereby work will not be 
suspended, and in many provincial centres 
the additional halfpenny has been con- 
ceded and work has been continued. The 
situation is one of extraordinary muddle, 
and to add to this Lord Buckmaster, who 
is presiding over the Court of Inquiry into 
the trouble, is still unable to solve the 
problem concerning the real points at 
issue. 


The Severn Barrage. 


Once again the Government is carefully 
considering the advisability of persevering 
with the Severn barrage, but the prospect 
is not particularly hopeful. The engineer- 
ing problems are great and difficult, but 
these do not matter so much as the opposi- 
tion to the proposal in the Welsh mining 
It is feared that, if great centres 
like Cardiff, Bristol and Merthyr should 
draw power from the Severn, there will 
be a great lessening of the local :iemand 
for coal, and coal-owners and miners alike 
would suffer in pocket. This is a point 
which cannot be overlooked; for the 
Government cannot ignore its many sup- 
porters in the Welsh coal-fields. It is 
evident that the coal-fields will soon begin 
to feel the falling away in the exports of 
coal; for the demand for British coal on 
the Continent is dying steadily. 


The Lusitania 


On Friday last I mentioned that, in the 
opinion of a great authority on salvage, 
it would be impossible to get at the 
Lusitania. _ To-day it is stated that the 
Admiralty, in experimenting with new 
diving apparatus, is going to devote atten- 
tion to the Lusitania. It is admitted that

High Costs. 


Charges for accommodation in London 
are by no means cheap, but, if it is desired 
to see what can be charged for rooms, 
curiosity can be quickly satisfied in Paris. 
The Olympic Games are reputedly the 
cause of the high rates prevailing there, 
but, inasmuch as these are continuing for 
only a few days, while the rates go on 
indefinitely, there must be another reason. 
One hundred and fifty francs a night seems 
to be a common charge, and meals are 
nearly all @ la carte, with high prices for 
every individual dish. Tourist agents are 
having rather a bad time; for they find 
it almost impossible to find accommodation 
for their parties, while the prices have 
soared far above what they contracted to 
charge their parties. I am told that the 
rush abroad this year is greater than it 
has ever been. Switzerland promises to 
become an annexe of Great Britain during 
August and September.

POLICY AND PROGRAMMES IN 
OPERATION. 


The Dail, in Committee, yesterday resumed 
the discussion of the estimates. The Minister 
for Education moved a vote of £169,750 for 
intermediate education. 

Dr. MacNeill said that it would simplify 
the work of the Committee on the estimate 
if he said a few explanatory words in advance. 
In the discussions on primary education he 
had endeavoured to give a full and detailed 
account of -both the policy and the pro- 
grammes that were being followed in primary 
schools: the policy and the programmes 
already in operation in the schools. At the 
same time, as he was seeking to emphasise 
that the primary system was not to be the 
be-all and the end-all, it was necessary for 
him to give a certain amount of information 
with regarc, to the connection between it and 
the secondary system, and the general lines 
on which the latter was worked out. 

He endeavoured to give some account of 
the methods that were initiated, not merely 
initiated, perhaps, to bring education in bot 
types of schools more closely in touch with 
the realities and the needs of Irish life. Now 
he found it necessary to say some things 
which he had hoped it would not be necessary 
to say. He felt rather humbled on being faced 
with certain comments teaching him that his

INCREASED GRANTS, 


In order to enable the schools'to pay a proper 
basic salarv. the Minister for Finance has 
agreed to increase the grants, the capitation 
grants, to the schools, which would not in 
most cases be able under the present grants 
to pay a sufficient basic salary to form the 
foundation of the profession.’’ (The Minister, 
to make sure that deputies understood it, 
repeated the foregoing sentence very de- 
liberately.) 

“The teachers who are to benefit under the 
scheme will be the registered secondary 
teachers. You will not be asked on this 
occasion to vote the sums necessary to give 
efiect to these proposals. For that it wil! be 
necessary to introduce, in good time, a supple- 
mentary vote. The reason for that is that 
these estimates are drawn up in the form in 
which they appear before you months before 
thev can be presented. 

Mr. O’Connell—Is the date fixed on which 
the scheme will come into operation? 

Dr. MacNeill—The intention is that it will 
operate for the coming academic year. 

Professor Thrift—Could the Minister give an 
idea of the amount of the increased grant? 

Dr. MacNeill—I do not want to give 
apg figures in the absence of the 
Minister for Finance. 

The Minister, continuing, said that except 
for one item the estimates for this year were 
identical with those of last year. That item 
represented an increase of £37,000, which, as 
they would remember, was approved by the 
Dail in the closing days of last session in 
order to make further provision for the 
secondary schools. That sum of £37.000 in- 
creased the estimate from £63,000 to £100,000, 
and was the only substantial difference be- 
tween the figures of 1923-4 and 1924-5. In 
face of the statement he had made now they 
were really only passing a vote on account. 
Mr. E. H. Alton asked the Minister if he 
had compared the scheme with the Burnham 
Scale. Had he taken the Burnham Scale into 
consideration ? ' 

Dr. MacNeill said that he had not cal- 
culated the scale on any such definite basis 
or on a comparative basis, although com- 
parisons necessarily entered into it. 


DETAILS WANTED. 


Professor Thrift said that the Minister was 
to be congratulated on his statement so far 
as he had gone, but deputies could not be 
expected to offer criticism on that statement 
until they knew the details They were faced 
with a promise from the Minister of Educa- 
tion that the secondary teachers for the 
coming year would be working on a totally 
different line, and would have what might be 
regarded as a satisfactory means of liveli- 
hood.

WOMEN TEACHERS. 


Professor Magennis said that he would like 
to know on what scale women teachers were 
to be remunerated. He questioned whether 
£200 a year was an adequate salary for a 
position of trust, which the teacher's was. 
An ordinary bank clerk could count upon 
reaching a year (without becoming a 
manager), free of income tax. i 

The work of a teacher was highly 
specialised, and could only be carried out by 
a man who had received adequate intellectual 
and moral training. The State could not 
secure the services, in most cases, of the 
right type of men without being willing to 
pay. The Ministry of Education ought to be 
commended for setting to work as instruments 
of the first educational body that, had been 
responsible to the Irish people, to bring into 
actuality those measures of reform that other 
Irishmen, no less interested in education, had 
struggled to bring into being, but were not 
permitted to create. Rests 

It was a truism that education depended 
upon the personnel of the teaching staff. If 
they had a perfect system of education it 
would run properly. at was meant by a 
“good teacher’? A teacher teaching well. 
A teacher could not teach well if he was not 
teaching on a good programme, well con- 
ceived. The whole system required to be 
right in order that the teaching should be 
good. He admitted that a good deal de- 
pended upon the personality of the teacher. 

The amount of money that was set down in 
that estimate was not high. The system of 
education in the intermediate schools in Ire- 
land ranked high; as compared with other 
countries, the schools were exceedingly good 
—they were excellent—and there was a great 
deal of money expended upon them that did 
not appear in the estimates. The more highly 
skilled a teacher was, and the more zeal he 
put into his work, the more likely he was to 
produce a man who would supplant him. He 
was creating rivals for himself. That was 
one of the reasons why a secondary teacher 
was entitled to a pension. 


AN ADVANCE. 


Sir James Craig said that the Minister for 
Education was to be congratulated on the 
advance that he had made. Some people, no 
doubt, would not feel satisfied, but a begin- 
ning had been made. It was a good thing 
for teachers to know that they would start 
at an initial salary of £200 a year, and that 
that would be increased to what might be 
called a decent living wage. ‘There had been 
very little inducement to young men to take 
up such an onerous mode of life, but it made 
a difference now when they knew that 
would go to £400 a year. 

The interim grant, he said, had not been 
paid to some of the schools, and that caused 
a great deal of uncertainty to managers with 
se iy to the future. 

n some intermediate schools pupils were 
required to put down a pound before enter- 
ing for an examination, and the money was 
confiscated if they did not pass. He did not 
know whether that was a rule of the Inter- 
mediate Board, or whether it was a rule 
made by the schools; but he was quite cer- 
tain that it was a rule that he would like to 
see abolished. He welcomed the abolition 
of the system of payment by results, as it 
had been. disastrous, and pupils had been 
made machines for making money for schools. 
He pleaded for the teaching of drawing, 
shorthand, and elocution. 


A CRY OF RELIEF. 


General Mulcahy said he thought that the 

‘expressions of congratulations had been more 
in the nature of a cry of relief that some- 
thing had been at last done for secondary 
teachers. The educational programme gave 
them an idea of the type of men required 
in secondary schools. Persons in receipt of 
over £200 a year included draughtsmen, elec- 
tricians, bricklayers, cabinetmakers, carpen- 
ters, joiners, gas fitters, plasterers, bakers, 
tinsmiths, tailors, switchboard attendants, 
and oven-men. 
_ They wanted to attract men leaving the 
Universities into the ranks of the secondary 
teachers, but there was no hope of doing 
that by simply fixing a scale of salaries with 
no right to pensions. The question of pen- 
sions could not be escaped, and when facing 
the question of salaries they should deal with 
the pensions question also, otherwise they 
would be making a false start. . 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that he thought 
that Deputy Mulcahy was right in saying 
that they might justly hold their congratula- 
tions. He said that the difference between 
the present minimum and the £200 a year 

romised was not so great as to make one 
jubilant. He would like to have some more 
details of the scheme and something about 
dates of the application of the scheme and 
the periods to be covered. 

He submitted that they might hope for 
the bridging of the gap, of which the Minis- 
ter had spoken, if it were made possible for 
a competent primary school teacher to train 
a boy whose parents were too poor to send 
him to a secondary school to that standard 
which would enable him to gain the inter- 
mediate certificate. 


SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATE, 


Professor Thrift expressed the hope that the 

Minister would bring in the supplementary 
estimates very early in the autumn sessions 
Mr. O'Connell suggested the teachers should 
be consulted about the details when the 
scheme was being framed. 
Dr. MacNeill said that about £35,000 of 
the Interim Grant had been paid out. He 
could not plead guilty to any departmental 
delays in regard to the amount of the grant 
in course of payment. 

The point was raised by Deputy Cooper of 
the programme discriminating between boys 
and girls as regarded scholarships. If there 
was a constitutional question involved in that 
discrimination of sexes it arose on everyone of 
the items in the estimates There was not a 
single estimate there in which the salaries for 
women were, not smaller than for men; there- 
fore, he held that he was not the person pri- 
marily guilty of that great violation of the 
constitution. 

It was suggested by Deputy Cooper that 
they should reduce the number of scholar- 
ships rather than redace the amount. That 
was an arguable matter, and il it was proved 
tc him that it was a better policy to keep up 
the amount, and reduce the number of 
IEA he certainly would adopt it. 

He undertook to investigate the rule with 
regard to pupils remaining under instruction 
in primary schools to bring them up to the 
standard of the programme for secondary 
schools. But whatever the obstacle might be 
he thought it ought to be remedied. 


AN INSTRUMENT. 


He was not claiming at all for himself to be 
anything more than an instrument in carrying 
the programme into effect. and it would be 
sufficient credit for him if he proved himself 
an efficient instrument in the matter. With 
regard to the question raised by Sir James 
Craig in reference to a charge of £1 by way 
of deposit being imposed on students in the 
Intermediate schools, no such charge was 
made or required by his Department. The 
imposition of £1 charge on the pupil must 
be a —— that was done by the individual 
school authorities in order to prevent waste of 
various kinds. 

He would like to see drawing and short. 
hand practically universal. Drawing was of 
great educational value, He had tried to beas 
frank as possible in the proposals that he had 
nade, and if the Minister of Finance had been 
in attendance he would have given the pro- 
posals in the most minute detail. In the 
Minister's absence he could not do that. The 
proposals which he had made represented a 
distinct advance on any financial provision 
hitherto made for secondary teachers—(hear, 
hear)—and he should sav that the headmasters 
of all the schools in Ireland, without excep- 
tion, cordially advocated, and impressed upon 
him the necessity for some such advance as 
that in the salaries of registered teachers. 
The vote was passed.

MEETING IN DUBLIN. 


A meeting of musicians, in the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, TEC decided to support 
the formation of an Irish branch má the 
Gervase Elwes Fund for Musicians, the main 
objects of which are to assist pupils and in- 
stitutions, and to provide help in cases of ill- 
ness, accident, and distress. t such action 
should be taken, it was stated, was the “wish 
of Lady Winifrede Elwes, who had expressed 
a desire that Irish musicians would help to 
perpetuate the memory of her late husband. 

The meeting, which was called by Mr. 
Hubert Rooney, agreed to appoint a provi- 
sional committee, to make a further appeal 
for support, and report on the result of its 
efforts at a later date. 

To the Provisional Committee there were 
elected :—Major Arthur Whewell (who pre- 
sided), Mr. Hubert Rooney, Sir Valentine 
Grace, Mr. Denis Pack-Beresford, and Mr. 
Brinsley Gerty. 

Among others present at the meeting were: 
Professor J. Schofield and Mons. Jean Bertim. 
Mr. William Lindsay acted as secretary. 
Letters promising support were received from : 
Lady Ardilaun (who intimated a desire to 
become a patroness), Sir John O'Connell, the 
Countess of Mount Cashel, Mr. Edmund 
Lupton, K.C.; Mr. H. J. Laming (Secretary 
of the National Association of Musicians), Mr. 
Arthur Darley, Mr. Harold White, Mr. Lom. 
bard Murphy, and Mr. Percy Whitehead. 

In a letter to Mr. Rooney, Lady Winifrede 
Elwes said:—‘“‘I think it splendidly enterpris- 
ing of you to think of supporting a branch of 
the Gervase Elwes Fund for musicians in 
Ireland. . . . There is nothing that could give 
me greater <8 ge than to see m 
husband’s name linked with a work of kind. 
ness and generosity—which were in life his 
outstanding qualities.’ 

The Chairman said that the main objects 
of the Fund were:— 

To assist individuals. for the purpose of study 
and tuition, to equip them for a musical 
career, or for occupations advantageous to the 
cause of music. 

To help cases of illmese or accident or in tiding 
over periods of difficulty to individuals, or 
societies, without overlapping existng funds 
dealng with similar cases. 

To render assistance to any institutions, societies, 
or movements, large or small, in towns or in 
the country, which have for their object any- 
thing which will further the cause of music. 

Generally to help co-ordination and co-operation 
in all musical effort by affording opportunities 
to make known the various ideas aud aims of 
members all working for the same end. 

“ Make a branch worthy of Ireland's place 
in music,” appealed the Chairman. “Make a 
branch that will do much in honour of the 
memory of Gervase Elwes, a very distin- 
guished musician and a perfect gentleman, in 
every sense of the word.” 

Mr. Rooney said that the branch would be 
open to two classes—to amateurs and to those 
who had to make their living out of music. 
Three-fourths of the money collected would be 
spent at the discretion of their own Com- 
mittee, the other fourth to be sent to the 
Central Executive in London, which, in re- 
turn, would meet the Irish branch’s every 
need. 

Sir Valentine Grace, in proposing the for- 
mation of an Irish branch, said that he 
thought it was bernard Shaw who once said 
that Ireland was a good place in which to 
study a profession, but be careful to get out 
of it in order to practise it. The main object 
of the Fund, he thought, should be to help 
musician’ pupils to become proficient, and to 
get the theatres, halls, and various institu- 
tions in this country to provide them with 
employment, : : 

It had always seemed ridiculous that in 
Dublin the theatres should not give proper 
encouragement to Irish talent, and he hoped 
that this state of affairs would be altered 
soon. He suggested that a Bureau Fund 
should be formed in Dublin. 

Mr. Denis Pack Beresford, who seconded, 
said that he was a ufe-long friend of Gervase 
Elwes. Shortly after the death of the great 
musician they had made an attempt to start a 
branch in Ireland, but little support was 
fort}:coming, and it was decided that the most 
practical thing that they could do would be 
to sybscribe for a small challenge cup, to be 
put up for competition at the Feis Ceoil. That 
had been done, and the ‘‘ Gervase Elwes Com- 
petition ” was turning out to be quite a 
success, 

He thought that they would require at least 
5) members before they could think of form- 
ing a branch. 

It was announced that 52 persons already 
had either given, or had promised, subscrip- 
tions, and at the close of the meeting this 
number increased to over 70.

LONDON MAN DROWNED 
AT TRAMORE.

CLERGYMAN’S GALLANTRY. 


Mr. W. P. Ellacott, the manager of the 
Waterford Gas Works, a native of Finchley, 
London, was drowned while bathing at 
Tramore on Monday afternoon. The body 
was washed ashore shortly after he had dis- 
appeared under the water. 

At the inquest, which was held ‘wy Dr. 
George Walsh, Deputy Coroner, the evidence 
showed thet there was a rough sea when Mr. 
Ellacott went to bathe some distance away 
from the recognised bathing place. Some 
women who saw him in the water became 
anxious for his safety, and John Ryan, who 
was on the beach, called the attention of 
Father Boyle Barrett, of Mungret College, 
Limerick, to the man. 

Father Barrett said that while he was walk- 
ing on the beach two women, who appeared 
to be much agitated, told him that they 
thought the man was drowning. He entered 
the water immediately, and going out about 
120 or 150 yards searched, makin 
his way up .and down, for about 1 
yards. He never saw a trace of the body. 
He remained in the water for about ten or 
fifteen minutes until he saw John Ryan and 
some women running along the shore towards 
a body. He hurried after them, and for 
about forty minutes he and others worked 
very hard to try and revive the deceased 
man. Their efforts were unavailing. 

To a juror, Father Barrett said that at one 
moment he thought their efforta to revive the 
man were going to be successful. He opened 
his eyes as if with a natural effort, and the 
witness fancied that there was also an effort 
made to breathe. His face appeared to get 
flushed. | 

To another juror, Father Barrett said that 
the waves were very strong at the time ard 
the place would be very dangerous for a per- 
son who was not a swimmer.

PARIS, July 8. 

Mr. Macdonald and his party reached the 
Gare du Nord punctually at 4 o'clock, On 
the platform was a dense mass of people, and 
the approaches to the station were also 
blocked. Mr. Macdonald, after shaking hands 
with Lord Crewe and the British and French 
officials, repaired to the waiting-room, and 
iu a few minutes M. Herriot arrived. 

The crowd was so great that Mr. Mac- 
donald, smiling and bare-headed, only wit. 
difficulty reached the waiting-room. As the 
line of motor cars proceeded to the Embass 
there were loud cries of ‘* Vive Macdonald,’’ 
“Vive Herriot,’’ Vive la Paix,” and, at 
intervals, “ A Bas Poincaré.”’ 

The conference sat for three hours—from 
5.30 to 8.30—and on leaving the Quai D’Orsay 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said—‘‘ We are right 
in the middle of things.” 

He dined quietly at the Embassy, where 
the discussion was resumed at 9.50. 

It will be continued — to-morrow morn- 
ing at 9.30 at the Quai D’Orsay. 

Mr. Macdonald will lunch with M. Herriot 
to-morrow, and hopes to leave for London at 
four in the afternoon. All, however, depends 
on the progress of the consultation.—(Reuter.)} 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

When the conversation between M. Herriot 
and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald opened at the 
Quai d'Orsay, the auguries were more hope- 
ful than one might have expected 24 hours 
ago. 

Very clearly, however, the French Premier 
and the French Foreign Office had made up 
their minds that this time there should be 
no possibility of misunderstanding. To this 
end they had drafted, after four hours’ de- 
liberation last night, a full and frank state- 
ment of the French case. 

This statement, which takes the form of a 
somewhat lengthy memorandum, was ap- 
proved by the Cabinet this morning. Mr. 
Macdonald was confronted with the memo- 
randum, invited to debate it point by point, 
and eventually to agree to its circulation as a 
joint Anglo-French document, to those States 
which received the now historic communica- 
tion from the British Foreign Office. 

At the moment of writing it is too early to 
say how far agreement has been reached in 
this matter. 

[t is possible to indicate broadly the views 
embodied in the French statement. They 
deal mainly with the relationship of the 
Dawes scheme and the Versailles Treaty. 
Here it may be said that Mr. Macdonald’s 
speech in the Commons last night appears 
to have caused further mystification in 
France. 

M. Herriot’s Government, it appears, is 
ready to accept the principle of a new 
protocol with Germany; to agree to the 
fixing of a date on which the Dawes’ scheme 
shall be brought into operation; to agree 
that a date shall be also fixed for the end- 
ng of the present régime in the Ruhr. 

t joins issue with the British Govern- 
ment on the following points:—It desires 
that the Dawes scheme shall be extended so 
as to embody means of control and guaran 
tees, which it declares are at present lacking 
in it, and it holds that the scheme can- 
not be put into operation until it has been 
so extended 

It holds that the new protocol with Ger- 
many must not be outside the Treaty, but 
must be interpolated in the Treaty, as was 
the agreement which created the Guarantees 
Commission in 1921. 

This, of course, “ould mean not a re- 
striction, but a confirmation and extension 
of the powers of the Reparations Com- 
mission 

After the first sitting, lasting two hours and 
a half. the conference was suspended at eight 
o'clock this evening, but was resumed at 9.50, 
at the British Embassy. No definite decisions 
are anticipated to-night. 

Mr. Macdonald hopes to return to London 
by the four o'clock train to-morrow afternoon, 
but I hear that he will remain later if it 
should be necessary, in which case he will 
probably return to London by aeroplane. 

The British Ambassador attended this 
evening’s discussions, together with Sir Eyre 
Crowe, Colonel Sir Ronald Waterhouse, Mr. 
Selby, M. Peretta de la Roeca, M. Seydoux, 
M. Parmentier and M. Bergere. 

It was officially intimated that the Premiers 
“resumed their conversations at the point at 
which they had left off at Chequers.” but 
nobody could be found to explain the mean- 
ing of this cryptic sentence. The talk, I hear, 
was quite cordial, but both Mr. Macdonald 
and M. Herriot looked a little nervous when 
they emerged from the conference room 
together at the Quai d’Orsay. 

M. Herriot declined to make any statement, 
explaining that the public was so much on 
edge that it would be better for him not to 
talk until to-morrow.

THE RACIAL QUESTION. 

The Bishop of Kilmore (the Right Rev. Dr. 
Moore) presided at the annual meeting of the 
ev Diocesan Synod, in Longford, yester- 
ay. 

n his presidential address he referred to 
the loss which the diocese had suffered in the 
deaths of Major Lauder and Major Murray. 
He went on to speak of the need for greatly 
increased missionary effort in view of the 
crisis in world affairs arising, not from the 
relations of the various nations to one another, 
but from the relations of the white 
to the coloured nations. The white man's 
attitude to the coloured races had provoked 
a race natred, a race antipathy which was 
showing itself among almost all the coloured 
races of the world. 

These coloured races had become utterly 
dissatisfied, and were determined that the 
present state of domination by white races 
should not continue. War would be no per- 
manent solution of the difficulty. The real 
solution lay in a changed outlook, followed by 
a changed attitude of the white towards the 


black races. The atmosphere required was 
the spirit of Christ.

FARM WAGES AND 
WORKERS. 


The Times observes in a leading article :— 
With the rejection yesterday by the Govern- 
ment of the first amendment moved in Stand- 
ing Committee to their Agricultural Wages 
Bill, the prospect of anything like an agreed 
measure es unhappily more remote. A 
central point of the debate was the question 
between central and regional control. It is a 
highly important point, no doubt, but it is 
not, or should not be, the essence of the Bill. 
The present Minister of Agriculture had a 
very great opportunity here for enlisting the 
support of every party to a measure for which 
the case is established so long as its limita- 
tions are understood. Certainly the leading 
Conservatives, who probably have the bulk of 
expert agricultural opinion on their side, were 
entirely willing to work with him in pro- 
ducng an agreed system of Wages Board. The 
case for central control was based almost 
entirely upon the myth of “social ostracism 
and coercion in the agricultural districts,” 
which is a familiar argument with the towns- 
man_ but has no real substance in these days, 
and would be completely precluded by pro- 
visians which the Opposition was more than 
ready to make. It is unfortunate for the 
future of agriculture that accommodation on 
this point should have been rejected at so 
early a stage

NINETY-THREE UNAVAILING 
BALLOTS. 


The Times Washington Correspondent, 
in a message yesterday on the Demo- 
cratic Convention at New York, says:—- 
Ninety-three ballots had been taken un- 
availingly when the Democratic Con- 
vention adjourned this afternoon to re- 
assemble at nine o'clock to-night, with the 
understanding that the interval would be oc- 
cupied by a- conference of the ‘‘ bosses,’’ like 
Mr. Brennan, of Lllinois, and Mr. Taggart, 
of Indiana. This is to be a conference of de- 
speration, and the word has gone ferth that 
either a programme will be agreed upon or 
the Convention will be kept in continuous 
session until a decision is reached. The re- 
sult in November is now generally foreseen 
as President Coolidge first, Senator La 
Follette second, and a Democrat a bad third. 

It is admitted, even in Republican circles, 
that Senator La Follette in the States of 
the Middle West will poll a big vote, and 
the question of ultimate interest is whether 
he will show enough strength in the East 
and West to leave no candidate with a 
majority in the electoral college, and accord- 
ing throw the election into the House of 
Representatives. There are suggestions to 
which, of course, not too much importance 
should be attached, that this afternoon's con- 
ference is likely to agree on such a man as 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas. 


DANISH BUTTER AS 
IRISH! 


MINISTER’S STATEMENT ON 
DAIRY BILL. 

During the consideration of the Dairy Pro- 
duce Bill by the Special Committee of the 
Dail yesterday Mr. Milroy proposed that the 
national brand should not be granted to any 
registered manufacturing exporter until, after 
regular examination at the ports for six 
months, it has been ascertained that he is 
manufacturing consistently butter of the 
quality required. The whole or any portion 
of every consignment of butter bearing the 
national brand should be examined at the 
ports and the exporter given a certificate of 
the percentage of marks awarded, and, where 
required by the vonsignor, the examiner shall 
send a duplicate of the certificate to the con- 
signee. The amendment also provided for the 
removal ot the national mark where-analysis 
showed over 16 per cent. moisture or was 
otherwise adulterated. 

Mr. Beamish said that this proposal would 
mean considerable delay. 

Mr. Hogan (Limerick) said that if all butter 
had to be held up at the ports for examina- 
tion there would be a danger of a glut of 
butter in the markets at one time. 

Mr. Johnson said that there was always the 
difficulty that there was no absolute standard 
of excellence in butter. In some places 
people preferred pale butter, in others 
coloured ; in some markets mild butter was in 
demand, and in others a certain amount of 
salt was wanted. If the amendment were 
passed examiners for each of the different 
markets would be required. 

The Minister for Agriculture stated that the 
national brand was not an absolute guaran- 
tee, but it was a considerable guarantee. 
The amendment was an attempt to unite the 
national brand scheme with the grading 
scheme of the creamery managers, and that 
was impossible. 

Mr. Beamish said that there were varia- 
tions in Danish butter, but in Denmark they 
had no grading. After a while things would 
find their own natural level here as there. 

After further discussion, Mr. Milroy said 
that he would withdraw his proposal. 

Mr. Duffy objected to permission being 
given, If the question were not decided 
there and then, they might have the whole 
thing repeated later on. The proposal was 
then put to the Committee, and Mr. Milroy's 
was the only vote in its favour. 

Mr. Milroy had down several other 
amendments to the sections dealing with the 
penalties for the misuse of the national 
brand, and for the supplying of unclean milk 
and cream, but the Minister refused to accept 
them, and they were withdrawn, 

Mr. Heffernan moved as a new section 
that ‘‘ no inspector employed under this Act 
shall have any financial or other materia: 
personal interest in or personal obligation in 
connection with any firm engaged in any one 
or more of the businesses to which this Act 
relates.”’ 

The Minister said that to put such a section 
into an Act would be an implication of a 
weakening of the sound principle that any 
cfficial found to be personally interested in 
an undertaking with which his official duties 
had to deal was disgraced at once. 

The amendment was defeated by 5 votes to 4. 

Mr, Johnson movrd an amendment that the 
name ‘‘creamery butter’’ shall not apply to 
butter imported into the Free State and after- 
wards experted. He pointed out the danger 
that would arise if Irish creamery butter 
reached such a standard that people would 
be tempted to import butter from other 
countries and send it out again as Irish 
creamery. 

The Minister said that he was informed that 
quite a large number of Irish creameries had, 
in the winter time, to import quantities of 
best Danish, in order to keep their British 
customers. He feared that the acceptance of 
the :mendment would for the present be too 
great a handicap on those creameries. 

Mr. Dalton and Mr. Heffernan each ex- 
pressed the view that the number of such 
creameries importing for re-export was 
negligible. 

The amenument was carried by 5 votes to 4. 

Mr. Heffernan proposed, and Mr. Johnson sup 

rted, a proposal for the appointment by the 
Minister of an Advisory Council of representa- 
tives of the various sections of the dairy in 
dustry to have such powers and duties as 
the Minister may determine. 

The Minister said that he hoped to include 
such an amendment on the report stage. 

The Committee adjourned until this morning.

FURTHER ARRESTS. 


Our Castlereagh Correspondent states that 
during the past three days five younc men, 
all of the farming class, have been arrested 
in connection with the murder of John 
Connolly, at Teemana. Ballintubber, on the 
night of March 16th last. Connolly, who was 
a small farmer, resided with his sister. He 
was returning to his home at about 12 o'clock 
at night, when he was met by six or seven 
masked men, who shot him dead. 

The names of the arrested men are Joseph 
McNamara, Patrick Ryan, Joseph White, 
Charles Fleming, and Patrick Hegarty. Thev 
were brought before Mr. P. Lavery, District 
Justice, at a Special Court in Castlerea on 

y evening, and after formal evidence, 
McNamara, Ryan, White, and Fleming were 
remanded in custody to Castlerea District 
Court on Friday next. Hegarty was dis- 
charged. Two other men, named Thomas 


and Joseph McGovern, are awaiting their trial 
in connection with the murder of Connolly.

REGRET. 


At the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, 
yesterday, Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy and a 
city jury resumed the trial of Peter Jordan 
and Felix McMullen, both of whom ar» ex- 
captains of the ree State Army, on a charge 
of murdering Patrick O'Halloran, a sergeant 
in the Civic Guards, on the 28th of January 
last, at Baltinglass, County Wicklow. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted. 

Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Nolan Whelan 
(instructed by Dr. Charles Murray) appeared 
for McMullen. 

Mr. Joseph O’Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) appeared for Jordan 
The case for the prosecution closed on Mon- 
day. 
Mr. Price, addressing the jury on behalf of 
McMullen, asked them to weigh most care- 
fully the evidence, and say whether or not 
it disclosed the guilt of deliberate murder. 
Counsel contended that the prisoner's act was 
not the result of a deliberate intention to kill. 
The jury should be satisfied beyond reason- 
able doubt before they could convict the 
prisoners of murder, and they should have re- 
gard to the fact that McMullen had borne a 
good, honest and upright character. Counse| 
asked the jury to say that McMullen was not 
guilty of deliberately’ firing a shot with the 


intention to kill. 


Colonel Patrick Dalton stated that he was 
McMullen’s commanding officer, and found 
him to be a first-class officer, sober, and trust- 
worthy. . 

John Jordan, a brother of the accused man, 
replving to Mr. O'Connor, said that his 
brother had studied as a national teacher, 
and had borne a good character both as a 
teacher and in the National Army. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, for the prisoner 
Jordan, said that it was a peculiarly delicate 
issue to deal with, for they were asked to 
hold his chent guilty through the action of 
McMullen, and, therefore, it largely turned 
on the inferences that they would draw from 
the facts. It was true that Jordan, with 
McMullen, arranged to carry out the bank 
robbery, and that they provided themselves 
with revolvers, their intention being to terrify 
those who might interfere with the robbery. 
There was no agreement between them that 
the weapons would be used with deadly intent 
if they were interfered with. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., replying, said that the 
facts in the case involved a capital verdict 
against the accused. They could not overlook 
this act, which meant a total subversion of 
the element of civilisation. A murder could 
not be answered by an appeal to character, or 
by the plea that the prisoners were out only 
for robbery and intimidation, or that the shots 
were accidental. If a-tman, whilst attempt- 
ing to commit a felony, were to kill another, , 
that crime would be murder and nothing else, } 
and the killing of Guard O'Halloran was 
murder, unmistakable and without a qualify- 
ing essence. The prisoners admitted the com- 
bination which resulted in the tragedy, and 
both should share the guilt of wilful and de- 
liberate murder. 

His Lordship, charging the jury, said that 
they must bear in mind that this crime was 
committed a month after the two men stayed 
at the hotel in Baltinglass, and they must not 
lose sight of the fact that their identification 
and the unmistakable admissions of the pri- 
soners, were not, and could not be, contro- 
verted. Referring to the evidence, he said 
that Mrs. Woulfe had been threatened whilst 
her husband was writhing in agony on the 
floor, and it was umpossible to avoid follow- 
ing the proofs supplied that each of these 
men was aiding and abetting the other. The 
responsibility for telling the jury the law was 
upon him, and it was the duty of the jury 
to carry out his instructions upon the law. 
He impresses upon them that if these two 
men were carrying out a felonious intent, 
and if one of them caused the death of a 
man, both were equally guilty, and there was 
no alternative in this case, if the jury -abided 
byethe evidence of reputable and honourable 
witnesses. It was a painful case to them all. 
They had allegiance only to justice, and he 
asked them on the facts to answer truely 
and to give a verdict in accordance with 
justice. hia 

THE JURY’S QUESTION. 

The jury retired at one o'clock, and, after 
half an hours’ absence returned to court and 
asked his lordship if they could reduce the 
charge and bring in a verdict of man- 
slaughter. 

Hir Lordship said that they could not do 
that. They should find a verdict of guilty 
or not guilty. 

Subsequently the jury returned again to 
court, and the foreman announced that he re- 
gretted that the jury was unable to come to 
an agreement in this case. 

His Lordship—You must retire. 
discharge you. 

The Foreman—I do not think there is any 
use in going back. | 

His Lordship—This is not a case in which 
a jury ought not to be able to find a verdict. 
You must retire. I will not discharge you. 

The Foreman—I do not think we can find 
a verdict. 

His Lordship—You asked me a question, 
and | replied to you, and the jury are boun 
to take the view of the judge on the law. 
There is a right of appeal from that law. Í 
cannot allow, having regard to the question 
you asked, the jury to be discharged. You 
must retire. 

At 3.30 his lordship sent for the jury. and 
the foreman, replying to the Clerk of the 
Court, said that they could not agree. 

His Lordship said that the jury had refused 
to take the law from the judge. They had 
told him that if they were allowed to change 
the charge they would agree. That was a 
thing a jury was not entitled to do. Some 
members of the jury insisted on that course, 
and he would now discharge them.. He 
hoped that no other city jury would adopt 
such a course, which reflected great discredit 
on the administration of justice. He deeply 
regretted that such an incident should occur 
in the capital of the country.

:dded 26 years to make up the 40 for full 
pension. Looking down the list in the 
schedule he noticed the name of one of those 
officials, whose sister was a very pronounced 
Republican. In the time of stress he had not 
sufficient nationalitv to take his place with 
the rest of the officials of the country 

_Mr. Johnson—One is not responsible for his 
sister.

DUBLIN POLICE. 


INCREASE IN THE ESTIMATES. 


Mr. Kevin O'Higgins (Minister for Justice) 
moved for a vote of £343,983 for the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police. He said that that repre- 
sented a net increase of £16,446 on Jast year’s 
estimate. In the estimate they had the Metro- 
politan Police magistrates. e chief magis- 
trate had a salary of £1,200, with a bonus 
of £265, and the other two magistrates had 
£1,000 each and a bonus of £263 each. 
When Part 5 of the Courts of Justice Act 
comes into operation there would be a district 
court for the whole of the Saorstat, and it 
was probable that there would be three 
justices allocated to the Dublin Metropolitan 
area. The salary fixed for the senior justice 
was £1,200, inclusive, and the salary of the 
other two would be £1,100 each. 

The salaries of justices of the District Court 
were to borne out of the voted moneys 
until March 351, 1927, and after that they 
would be charged to the Central Fund. When 
Part 3 of the Courts of Justice Act came 
into operation there would be a District Court 
vote, which would include those salaries and 
the salaries of the staffs attached to the 
courts, 

The estimate of pay was based on the re- 
quirements of 1,140 men as the normal work. 
ing strength. A large number of men had 
retired, or were retiring, under Article 10 
of the Treaty, and it was necessary to make 
provision for the pay of 180 men, so that there 
might be sufficient recruits trained to fill 
vacancies. Two hundred and ten members 
of the force would retire between now and 
December. 

The position was that out of 1,124 men 
transferred in April, 1922, 423 had actually 
retiréd, and 190 had applied to retire. So 
that out of 1,124 min transferred only 600 
were now serving.

Mr. O'Higgins, continuing, said that now 
there was a daily call for 75 men for traffic 
duty, which number might be somewhat in- 
adequate, but was all that they could spare 
for the work out of the present strength of 
1,140 men in the force.

A RAILWAY’S OBLIGATIONS. 


Mr. McUilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, moved for a vote of £77,977 for 
payments under the Tramways and Public 
Companies (Ireland) Act, 1885, and for other 
purposes connected with Irish railways. He 
said that some of the items were for services 
transterred to the office of Public Works. 
Some items would be minimised, if not en- 
tirely wiped out, bf the effect of the Railway 
Bill. This vote would next year be reduced 
to £58,544. 

Mr. Davin drew attention to the position 
of the Londonderry and Lough Swilly Rail- 
way Company, and criticised the payment to 
them by the Government of £6,940. The 
railway, he said, had failed to carry out 
obligations in respect to the running of two 
trains daily over certain parts of the line. 
He hoped that the Minister would see that 
the money was not spent in the six-county 
area against the interest of the taxpayers in 
the Free State from whom it was col'ected. 

Mr. Hewat said that if the railway com- 
pany had failed to carry out its oDliyaticns 
the people who had the mortgages on i 
should have foreclosed. The people con- 
cerned should make themselves independent 
of the railway in question by the ure ©! 
modern improvements, and the Minister in 
advaneing this £6,000 to the railway was 
throwing away the money of the peopre. 

With regard to the items for Castlecomer 
and Wolfhill lines, he asked what was the 
total amount spent on them, and what was 
the return a mile in the way of traffic. 

Mr. MeGoldrick said thas he did not see 
why. they should sanction the proposed sub- 
sidy to the Londonderry and Lough Swity 
Railway. The establishment of a central 
station in Derry would mean that it would be 
managed, directed and controlled through an 
egency in the six-county area. 

The interests of the County of Donegal, he 
contended, would not suffer by the with- 
holding of the grant, and the parent line was 
sufficiently strong to put the line into such 
working order as it had been when times 
were prosperous.
